tho find and one of the bloodiest 
eplaodes in world history ensued 
as men fought with cutlass and 
knife, club and old pistola for 
supremacy on the Island jn a 
wild, disorderly scaroh for the 
remainder of fhe pirate treasure, 

In the space of four weeks 85 
men were clubbed or slabbed to 
death. Holes were dug and the 
bodles irreverently placed in 
them and covered with guano, 

A German captain, Hans Mol- 
ler, who had brought his wife 
along with him on an ¢xpedi- 
tion to the island, was foollsh 
enough to allow the woman to 
aecompany him and six of his 
crew on shore. 

The woman discovered o small 
enche of dinmonda and was re- 
turning to the ship with her 
huaband In a small rowing-bont 
when it was swamped by an 
Atlantic roller. Everyone in 
the boat was drowned and tho 
woman and the reven men were 
Durled in a communal grave on 
the Island. 


Blood Bath 


The blood bath of Ichaboe 
Island reached such fantastic 
proportions by 1860 that Queen 
Victorla ordered Captain Oliver 
J. Jones, commander of HLMS. 
Furious to annex the island and 
restore some form of order. 

Jones landed on the island on 
June 21, 186), and annexed it 
on behalf of Her Britannic 
Majesty, hoisting the Union Flag 
on a pole planted in the guano. 
The old pole and the notice 
nttixed to ft by Jones were sull 
to be seen on the island two 
yeara ago, 

When the Furious arrived at 
the Ichaboe mausoleum 352 men 
were buried there and one 
Oman, 

It was shortly afterwards that 
one of the sea's most: amazing 
characters, an American seaman 
named Barnabas Q. Wilson, of 
New Bextford, master of a small 
sailing vessel, arrived at Icho- 
bow 

Wilson had the distincdon of 
being known as the "Yankee 
Second-hand Dealer of — the 
Seven Seas,” but he had no 
Interest in guano or diamonds. 


Ho was hunting for pirate 
treasure, but when he discover- 
ed tho grave of three scamen 
who had been drowned 30 yoars 
before on idea occurred to him. 

The corpses were porfoctly 
preserved and looked exactly os 
they had on the day when they 
wore interred. The usual mum- 
mification associated with 
Egyptian mummies was absent 
although the skins of the bodics 
had been parchment-dricd. 

Wilson immediately went to 
the man who had been loft by 
Captain Jones aa officer-in- 
charge of the Island and, for a 
tew bottles of rum, bought half- 
u-dozen of the natural mummics. 

The sailor, Curtis, who sold 
the bodies to Wilson dug up 
about 100 graves In order to 
find seamen who had drowned 
and who were thereforo un- 
marked, 


Grisly Cargo 

With the grisly cargo on 
board Wilson set sail for North 
Africa and France, where he 
xold the mummies to muscums 
va “genuine Egyptian mummies” 
taken from tombe In the African 
desert. 

In Alexandria he sold one for 
just over £1,000, and for many 
years the museum in Marseilles 
had two “genuine Egyptian 
mummies,” and the muscum in 
Naples had one. In London 
Wilson sold one for about £700 
to a dealer who in turn sold the 
mummy to the French Govern- 
ment for several = thousand 
pounds, 

The remainder of the mum- 
inles were disposed of In Amert- 
can ports at fantastic prices, 
especially as Wilson had bought 
up oddments of old jara and 
clay work with hierogly phics 
on them In Egypt and produced 
these as having been found in 
centuries-old tombs with = the 
mummies, 

TIehaboe is an island where 
no one dies naturally, The 
Kuano, with its ammonia con- 
tent, is without doubt the 
world’s most salubrious place—if 
one can withstand the over- 
powering smell of ammonia, 

It ls also an island of wealth, 
for as recently os last year 2 
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Cape coloured man discovered 
an old leather bag containing 
diamonds worth about. £2,000 
on the shoreline, hidden under 
staweed, Another found a 
small box containing gold coins. 

Today the island is governcd 
by the Union Government or 
South Africa as a guano station. 
It is within the  sperrgebiect 
(forbidden) area of Southwest 
Africa because of its ddamondl- 
ferous area, 

Men do not like to work there, 
although one, known as “Mister 
Milo," actually lived on the 
Asland for over 20 years an 
headman. When the Influenza

Sir Thomas Sopwith, chief of 65,000 workers

sneak attack.”

Sir Thomas gave this estimate 
of Britain’s defence position:

“To provide defenco agalnst 
‘supersonic’ war needs equip- 
ment and trained manpower, 
and that policy requires money, 
time, and decision,
